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The game is a re-release of the previously classified 'Ninja Gaiden: Sigma 2' (classified R16 with a 
note for violence and registered on 16 September 2009) formatted for play on the PS Vita 
console. 

The game is set in a futuristic world where Ninjas and mystical demons battle each other. 
Following the Black Spider Clan’s attack on the Hayabusa Clan’s village, a plague of demons is 
unleashed upon the world and it is up to the ninja warrior Ryu Hayabusa to stop them. 

The current game replaces the multi-player option on 'Ninja Gaiden: Sigma 2' with 'Tag Missions' 
and 'Ninja Race'. 'Tag Missions' is an arena-based challenge where the player selects two 
characters, one of which is controlled by the computer. The player and their ally then attempt to 
use their combat skills to survive successively more difficult waves of enemies. The 'Ninja Race' 
challenge option requires the player to select a character and attempt to complete each level of 
the game within the allotted time. Extra time is gained from each kill. 

There is nothing in the current version of the game which requires an alteration to be made to 
the classification given to the previous version, although an alteration to the descriptive note is 
required to take account of the more graphic nature of the violence.
